LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Maj. 


Homer Berry, who claims he 
brought central Arkansas its first 
white Christmas since 1926, got a 
iiU Wednesday — for $336, from 
the Arkansas Automobile Club. 


That, the club said, is how much 


the retired Air Force officer owed 
[or .car service expenses incurred 
»y members because of the two 
to three inches of snow Berry 
claimed he made Monday. 


And the club said the bill would 


grow as reports of more accidents 
and breakdowns filtered in. 


Berry, who gained mild acclaim 


last summer by taking credit for 
rains that ended a drougth in the 
state, took the bill good natured- 
ly, but said he won't pay it. 


In fact, he plans to send the 


club a bill for his services, he 
said. The way Berry figures it, 
he saved the club considerable 
expense by turning a sleet storm 
into snow. With sleet, he said, 
there would have been many more 
accidents. 


.The non-profit Arkansas club 


pays a standard fee Jo contract 
iarages for -rescue services for 
members who encountered bad 
Weather or breakdowns. 
-Members of the club had 84 
road service calls because of 
"Berry's .storm," the AAA said. 
In addition to the bill, the club 
said. Berry will be sent an AAA 
membership "as a reward for his 
success" in weather handling. 


Berry .burns chunks of coke 


soaked in silver iodide and claims 
the particles rise to heighths of 
50,000 feet, gather moisture which 
condenses and falls as rain or 
snow. 


Asked if he would pay the AAA 


bill if the club took him to court, 
Berry commented, 'Where could 
you find 12 jurymen who would 
agree that it's possible for a man 
to make it rain or snow?"

British Train 
Collisions 
Fatal to 18

LONDON (AP) - Two British 


trains smashed together in a bliz- 
zard Wednesday night, killing at 
least 
18 persons, 
and 
eight 


other deaths were reported from 
Europe as Arctic winds pushed 
bitter winter southward across the 
continent. 


Thirty more persons were in- 


jured when the London-bound Scot 
Express crashed into the rear of 
a local train stopped at Coppen- 
hall Junction 25 miles southwest 
of Manchester. 


One of the dead was believed to 


be an American serviceman. Six 
children were among the dead.

Christmas Boxing day holiday. 
Broken dolls and toys were scat-

A blizzard was blowing.

Lower Taxes 
Will Bring 
Real Battle

NEW YORK (AP)-Anything as 


popular as lower taxes! shouldn't 
be a call to battle. But the pro- 
gram which the Kennedy adminis- 
tration has drawn up at Palm 
Beach, Fla., and which it will dis- 
close to Congress in about two 
weeks in chilly Washington, finds 
the battle lines well established 
even before the details are known. 


Business wants one kind of tax 


cut. Labor makes it plain it wants 
another. The administration may 
well want a third. 


Liberals favor tax cutting—if 


along certain lines—and forget 
about any Treasury deficits. Con- 
servatives frown on tax cutting 
unless government spending also 
drops so the federal burget can be 
kept in balance, or nearly so. 


The amount of the reduction is 


in dispute. The timing of the cut 
is, too. And, above all, the. ques- 
tion is who gets the cut and how 
much—and will it be offset by loss 
of certain privileges in the present 
tax laws.

stress the good that would flow 
from a drop in the present 52 per 
cent levy on corporate earnings. 
The money saved, they say, could 
be used for modernization or ex- 
pansion, and hence for faster eco- 
nomic growth.

Cross workers rushed final prep- 
arations Wednesday to care for 
1,000 
relatives of Cuban invasion 


prisoners—Fidel Castro's "Christ- 
mas bonus." They are expected 
to arrive Thursday. 


Most will sail to this country— 


and political exile—with only the 
clothing on their backs for reunion 
with the 1,113 prisoners freed from 
Cuban jails in a $53-million hu- 
man barter. 


Overcome by heat and emotion, 


many fainted as solemn lines of 
men, women and children passed 
through dockside checkpoints in 
Havana, 
according 
to 
reports 


from the Cuban capital. 


The battered old freighter Afri- 


can Pilot was fitted! to carry the 
1,000 Cubans on the voyage. They 
are 
parents, 
wives, 
children, 


brothers and sisters of the pris- 
oners captured in the ill-fated Bay 
of Pigs invasion in April 1961. 


Sailing 
of 
the African Pilot 


would he the second large depar- 
ture from Havana in two days. In 
a surprise move late Tuesday, a 
Soviet passenger liner left Havana 
with hundreds of Russians who 
had been stationed in Cuba. 


The Russian men and women, 


many wearing work clothes and 
some 
carrying small children, 


were among the estimated 20,000 
sent to Cuba from Iron Curtain 
countries last summer. They may 
have been workers on missile 
sites. 


A Pan American World Airways 


cargo plane flew from Miami to 
Havana on Wednesday with Red 
Cross nurses and emergency sup- 
plies for use aboard the African 
Pilot on Ihe trip to Florida.

irs, and more services to clients 
of the variety of institutions which 
vin for the savei-s erollars. 


And the competition next year 


>also may sharpen in the lending 
side of the business. For the total 
of savings is piling up in the cof- 
fers of most potential lenders. Un- 
less a major increase in economic 
growth spurs demand for loans, 
many institutions will be looking 
over the more lucrative forms of 
lending with zeal, and perhaps 
. venturing into some of these for 
the first time. 


They have to keep their dollars 


at work profitably to maintain the- 
higher rates of imeresr many.of! 
them put into effect this year! 


Despite the 
competition this 


year, most types of savings insti- 
tutions report increased assets. 
But the rate of growth for many 
slowed noticeably. 


Savings and loan association ac- 


counts gained by $9.3 billion in 
1962, up 7. per cent from 1961. The 
total for the 6,384 in the ration is 
put at $80.2 billion by the U.S. 
Savings 0 Loan League, bringing 
the total of accounts' and other as- 
sets to $93.6 billion. Their mort- 
gage lending volume rose by $20.5 
billion to a total of ?84.8 billion. 
The league says advance mort- 
gage commitments of $2.3 billion 
at year's end should mean con- 
tinued1 high lending levels, in the 
early months of 1963.

stitutions how holds a record $7.1 
billion in assets." Alfribst a million 
new members in the year bring 
the total to 13.7 million.

Loans rose half a billion to $5.4 
billion. The association dropped 
some l,00o inactive unions and 
added 1,200 newly formed ones 
for a total now of 21,200 unions.
